Brazilian Customs Regulations. 


Foodstuffs that have passed through any process of conservation or 
reparation are aibject to analysis upon importation into the Federal district 
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from a foreign country, according to Brazilian regulations effective May 21. The 
labels of such products must indicate the name of the manufacturer, the name of his 
local representative or that of the importer, and the number of the analysis. If 
the goods have been in cold storage, this fact must also be indicated on the label. 


Artificial food products are admitted provided the word “artificial" 
or “imitation” is printed on the containers in letters of a similar size to those 
indicating the kind of goods. 


Canned goods and preserves manufactured with any foreign substances 
must bear on the labels a statement to that effect. Tin cans must have concave 
ends, must not be sealed with more than one drop of solder, and must be coated on 
the inside with some preparation that can not poison the ingredients.
